LK 7 Hereas it is taken for granted, that the Ballance of Trade be: 
tween France and England is 1500000 I" yearly. | 
Note, That the greateſt Quantity of French Wines Imported into England in 
| any one Year, does not exceed 20000 Tun ; and the Medium ot any ſe- 
ven years, is nt 15009 Fun, but taking the higheſt at 10 7, per Tun, 
firſt Coſt in France, is but 200000 /. 


The greateſt yearly Importation of Brandy, exceeds not 1000 Tuns, 
which at 14 l. per Tun, firit Colt in France, amounts but to 70000 7. 


So that the whole Coſt in France of Wines and Brandy is but 2700001. 
which deduCted out of 1500000 /. there remains 12 30000 /. which muſt 
be Imported in other Commodities, as Namely Sz/t, Linnez , Paper, &c. 
which may be Imported from 7taly, Flanders and Spain, with much leſs 
Charge, Hazard, and Privacy , than Wines and Brandy, which pay the 
King much more for Cuſtoms, than they firſt Coſt in France, Yiz.

So that it moſt plainly appears, That Silks, Linnen, Paper , &c. draw 
from the Nation 1230000 /. yearly, beſides the Value of all Goods Ex- 
parted from England to France, and pays toward the Publick Charge of 
the Natiori' only 50000 {. And that Wines and [Brandy pay 350000 4 
which is $0000 !. more than they firſt Coſt in Fraxce; |
